A hob* about six feet long and eight 
inches wide Is cut Iu the lee and the 
tent set lengthwise of tills.

The way the fishermen handle these 
lines, how they can bait the hooks and 
slat smelts, when, as they say. they 
are “taking holt.” is certainly wonder­ 
ful. 
1 have known one man to catch 
100 pounds in less than one hour. This 
means at least 1,000 fish, or about 17 a 
minute. 
One smelter has been known 
to catch 500 pound» durjng one tide’s 
fi hing.

In the “Roman Laws of 
the Twelve Tables” there are «llstinct 
references to artificial teeth.
